EPCOT CENTER UPDATE 


You may not be able to see the EPCOT Center construction site and 
watch for yourself just what is developing, but the number of con- 
struction vehicles traveling to and from the site should give an 
indication that things are moving on schedule. 

Things are moving well, indeed! And to better accommodate the 
number of vehicles arriving to the site, a new construction access 
road opened recently, which will alleviate traffic entering at the 
Administration Area security entrance and will be used for cast 
member vehicles after EPCOT Center opens in October 1982. 

At the site, some underground utilities have already been in- 
stalled and a portion of the cast member parking lot has been paved 
and is currently being used for the personal vehicles of our con- 
struction workers. | 

At our Facilities Shops, an additional 100,000 square feet is being 
added to the building to better accommodate long-term mainte- 
nance for our Vacation Kingdom as well as EPCOT Center. 

At WED, work is progressing on the numerous exhibits for World 
Showcase and Future World. Four digital recorders were recently 
purchased from the 3M Company for use in all soundtracks for 
EPCOT Center. These new digital recorders eliminate signal de- 
terioration and noise buildup common with other forms of tapes. 
They also have the capability to record complex soundtracks on one 
tape rather than on several systems and tapes as used in the past. 

Numerous projects are quickly developing for EPCOT Center. 
EYES & EARS will keep you posted on these developments as they 
occur!
